Girls in the YMCA? 
You bet thore are, ages 6

I to (JO years, Mrs. Alpha Renz 
Torran-ce Family YMCA 
Girls Work Director stated 
recently. Almost a third of 
the National YMCA's mem­ 
bership is women and girls'. 
There were 412.566 girls un- 
fler 18 years of age in 19(52. 
Five years ago in Torrance 
there was one girl's club 
group in the YMCA. Today 
Ave have 14 mother and

'daughter Y-Indian Maiden 
Tribes, nine Tri Gra-Y, three 
Junior Tri-Hi-Y, and .seven 
Tri-Hi-Y clubs. This past 
Rummer 2D1 girls of nine to 
17 years wrrr r.unping with 
thp YMC'A.

Mrs. Hen/, further stated 
that when approaching the 
family, particularly the dads 
and sons, we discovered the 
moms and daughters want­ 
ed similar club experiences, 
too. Moms and dads often 
swap ideas for club meet­ 
ings and activities. Our fam­ 
ily camps each summer pro­ 
vides the opportunity for 
the whole family together to 
enjov the YMCA program.

When asked what the 
girls do In these clubs, Mrs. 
Renz said, "Basically they 
meetin small neighborhood 
groups and work out their 
own ideas within the frame­ 
work of the YMCA's pro­ 
gram philosophy." For ex­ 
ample, the Kiowa Y-Indian 
Maiden Tribe. Mrs. William 
Dutiel, the Tau, has her 
Moms and daughters busy 
making liquid embroidery 
towel sets for the Los Ange­ 
les Indian Center as Christ­ 
mas gifts. Last year they 
collected canned milk for the

Navajo Indian Hospital in 
National M o n u m e n t, Ari­ 
zona. They participate in 
campouts and inductions. 
They are active in the coun­ 
cil which coordinates all the 
Indian Maiden activities and 
serve as lay helpers at the 
YMCA office. Maidens is a 
program for mother's and 
daughters in grades one to 
three. TriGra-Y and .Junior 
Hi-Y ribs are for girls in 
fourth to eighth grades.

On the high school level 
girls may join Ti-Hi-Y clubs. 
Their purpose is to create 
and maintain high standards 
of Christian character in 
home, school and commu­ 
nity primarily through ser­ 
vice projects of their choice. 
For example, the Dior's Tri- 
Hi-Y, junior class girls at 
South High are very active 
as leaders in summer camps, 
served dinners for Chamber 
of Commerce, Y Good Neigh­ 
bor breakfast, car wash for 
World Service, score keep­ 
ers for Gra-Y leagues, parti­ 
cipate in Intcrclub Council, 
inductions and Model Youth 
Legislature. This past w.eck 
end for relaxation, they had 
an overnight campout at 
Newport Dunes Aquatic 
Park. Mrs. Laurel Lee Pos­ 
er, the advisor, meets with 
the club each Wednesday 
after school. Mr. Poser, by 
the way, coordinates Junior 
Hi-Y boys clubs for theYM 
CA.

"It can't be denied," Mrs. 
Renz concluded, "that girls 
are important in the YMCA 
and if anyone ever asks, de­ 
finitely the YMCA is for 
both the boys and girls of 
Torrance.

GARDEN NEWS ...

Plant A Perennial 
Border for color

Volumes h.iw been writ­ 
ten on planting H perennial 
border, and almost, to a par­ 
agraph, they are useless in 
California. Most are written 
for colder climates wl^cre 
snow covers the ground -for 
a good many months. None 
consider that in California, 
the perennial border should 
be presentable for 12 months 
each year.

This docs not implay in 
any way that Californians 
should refrain from planting 
a perennial border. We

merely point out that the 
problem should be approach­ 
ed from a different angle. 
Annuals should be incorpo­ 
rated, in part, so that color- 
can be a year round affair. 
Perennials of ever-blooming 
habit are often preferred to 
those of a showier disposi­ 
tion which put all th e i r 
bloom in one month. Yet 
the latter should certainly 
be included, too.

In checking with the Cal­ 
ifornia Association of Nurs­ 
erymen we find that one 
perennial which is always 
recommended is the Blue 
Marguerite, or Felicia. This 
durable little plant is almost 
ever-blooming and in the 
mildest areas will -show 
some color year round, ex­

cept when you cut it back, 
after which it takes a short 
time out to frame a new 
framework of branches.

Blue Marguerite, is as 
nearly foolproof as any plant 
can be, tolerating sun or 
part shade, poor soil and in­ 
frequent watering. When 
once established, it will of­ 
ten resecd itself, too, though 
don't count on it. for condi­ 
tions must be just right for 
such a happy circumstance. 
In the middle and front of 
a border, combined with 
Yellow Marguerites, which 
are also nearly ever-bloom­ 
ing, it can provide a big 
answer to the perennial 
problem, such as it may be.

Most C.A.N. members are 
sold on the newer Tritomas,

or Red Hot Pokers, if you 
prefer the common name. 
The subtle colors of many 
newer "pokers" belies the 
tag "red hot" with yellow 
and orange shades to e i n g 
prevalent. In the rear of the 
perennial border, with Blue 
Marguerite and/or Yellow 
Tritomas are deserving of 
special praise. They bloom 
in summer and fall and of­ 
ten in winter, making a real 
contribution to the color 
calendar.

Comes now a plan which 
knows only limited use in 
California, primarily because 
it gets so little publicity. 
Many C.A.N. members will 
praise the Showy Sedum 
uighly, however, and so will 
you when you get to know

it. A succulent with gray- 
green leaves and clumps of 
15-inch stems which are top­ 
ped with flat heads of pink 
flowers in summer. If you 
remove the old steams at 
remove the old stems at 
ground level after they 
bloom, new ones will sprout 
up to take their place, so 
Showy Sedum's spot in the 
border is seldom bare and 
always neat.

It would be eiis\ to grow 
a perennial 'border without 
a single herbaceous member, 
but it would also be a shame. 
Delphiniums especially 
should be included for they 
are never better than they 
are in California. The giant 
Pacific Hybrids which seeds­ 
men have developed here on

the coast are pinnacles of 
perfection in the summer 
sun, their tall spikes of 
blue, pink or white shining 
forth with unmatched beau­ 
ty. Plant them from flats 
this month seedling plants 
at minimum cost   and 
watch them grow into $ull 
clumps over the years. Plant 
a dozen at least and prefer­ 
ably more,

There are many, many 
more perennials in C.A.N. 
nurseries, both in flats and 
in nursery cans. Searching 
them out can become a hob­ 
by without any effort at all. 
And once you've got the 
perennial habit, you'll won­ 
der how you ever got along 
without them. It's a nice 
habit to have.
